Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—[Spe 
cial.]—In varying degrees of eagerness 
and impatience statesmen of both polit 
cal parties are awaiting the first revela 
tion of President Wilson’s attitude on 
the questions of immediate interest to 
the United States which will be. raised 
at the peace conference. 

Concerning Mr. Wilson's position on 
the possible effects of the peace settle 
ment on our national affairs, the Amer- 
ican le will have as much to learn 
as our allies, for the president has not 


' discussed concrete applications of his 


peace principles. except among _ most 
immediate associates. | 
Questions Which Are 
Speculation on the questions likely 
to be raised takes this range: 

Would the creation of a league of 
nations to enforce peace limit the 
freedom of the United States in 
dealing with aggressions in Mex- 
ico? 

Would a league of nations recog- 
nize the Monroe doctrine as inter- 
national law? 

Would freedom of the seas, as 
conceived by the president, re- 
quire the neutralization of the Pan- 
ama canal or the relinquishment 
of the control of-the canal? : 

Will the president agree to 
Japan’s anno@nced intention of 
retaining the Carolines and other 
groups of former German islands 
in the Pacific lying between the 
United States and.the Philippines? 

Will the president admit the ap- 
plicability of the principle of self- 
_determination to Porto Rico and 
the Philippines?

‘ aration by Germany for American 
ships sunk, for American civilians 
killed and injured and reimburse- 
ment in whole or in part for Amer- 
ican expenses in the war? . 

What will be the attitude of the 
president on the question of crim- 
inal prosecution of the former 
kaiser and co-conspirators?

During the last two days I have 
heard utterly divergent replies to these 
three questions, and in every case the 
speaker’s own position was the real 
reason for the opinion he advanced. 
Thus the ultra Tory “War to the 
knife” men declared with assurance: 

“The so-called democratic govern- 
ment of Germany is pure camouflage. 
The boches have simply changed the 
firm's title in the hope of gaining Wil- 
son’s support. There is nothing really 
different than before.” 


Divided Over Annexations. 


Bredinbone, the imperialist, an- 
nounced: 

“The Rhine is the true frontier of 
Gaul—Cesar said so. Unless -France 
annexes the country up to the Rhine, 
we shall never have lasting peace.” 

A mild eyed deputy elected before 
the war on a platform of peace abroad 
and social reform at home, replied:

THE QUESTION OF KIAO CHAU. 

Beloit, Wis., Dec. 8.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In the peace conference most 
important international questions are to 
be settied, oriental as well as European.

Dr. Jeannette Throckmorton of Char- 
iton, Ia,, denawnced the present fash- 
ions. She said: 

“ Morals and dress are intimately as- 
sociated, and never before has mod- 
esty in dress seemed to be so little if 


was an offense to one’s finer sensibill- 
ties, with its abUreviated skirt,* shées 
designed to attract the eys, hose like- 
wise, thinnest of crepe waists, with

“I believe the good women of our 
country are to blame because they do 
not frown wpon such vulgar costumes. 
We must teach our girls that they 
have a responsibility toward yotrg 
men, that the tniform is a symbol of 
a sacred cause, and if they aid the 
rian who wears it to degrade himself 
they surely are degrading the cause 
for wHich he is fighting. A great fac- 
tor in accomplishing this is to dress 


the sex passion. 

“The majority of young girls who 
come into my office in Winter are half 
clad, from choice rather than from 
necessity.
